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VAGABOND LOG 


(Last month you will probably re- 
call the photo of Dr. John i. 
Conover W1QLT on the. back 
page along with a little story. 
Here in Jonn’s own words is a 
complete report on his trip to 
the Alacran Reef, northeast coast 
of Yucatan Mexico. AC) 


“We (6 of us) left Fort Myers 
on June 21st on the ketch Vaga- 
ond and passed down the coast 
@ Tortugas light, then set a 
course for the NE tip of Yucatan. 
«The reason for this I found out 
later was because the skipper 
was more use to navigating by 
the ‘seat of his pants’ than by 
the usual means. Despite this 
approach, he did his job well. By 
shear dead reckoning (DF bear- 
ings were very poor until we got 
to the Yucatan straits due to 
coastal refraction. I knew we 
shouldn’t trust them) we were 
put practically on the shore of 
western Cuba, not more than 2 
- miles out. The Cubans were sleep- 


' ing and we stole by unnoticed. 


(As far as we know.) Four days 
later, the night of June 24th we 
were in the vicinity of Afacran 
Reef. Rather than be thrown up 
on the reef at midnight we jogged 
till morning then came in to the 
harbor at Perez Isla, our desti- 
nation. 


“We then began our underwa- 
ter operations. For 5 days we 
worked the southern half of the 
100 sq. miles of submerged (but 
barely) reef, by skin diving, using 
DESCO and AQUALUNG gear, 
various devices for measuring 
ight, salinity, temperature, 
epth (all electronic, our own in- 
ventions) and taking quantitative

THE DATE: October 2 thru 8. 


The 1961 SET (Hurricane 
SET) will be one of the big- 
gest simulated emergency exer- 
cises of any kind ever conduct- 
ed in Florida by any organiza- 
tion. Many other agencies have 
“adopted” our exercise. The 
success of their: exercises will 
depend in part on the success 
of ours. 


The SET is a national exercise 
sponsored by the ARRL. Our SET 
in Florida will be a simulated At- 
lantic hurricane which will move 
across Florida in such a way as 
to involve every county but one 
in winds of at least Gale force. 
This will be a large and rather 
severe storm with maximum 
winds of about 150 miles per hour 
near the center. It will follow 
the track of an actual storm 
which hit Florida before 1900. 


The storm was laid out with 
the help of hurricane research 
experts at F-S-U and the Talla- 
hassee Weather Bureau. It is be- 
ing “engineered” for us by the 
National Huricane Center in Mi- 
ami by Gordon Dunn and Leonard 
Pardue. 

The SET is an AREC exercise. 
At this writing, the following 
agencies have agreed to partici- 
pate or “all the way.” 

THE NATIONAL HURRI- 
CANE CENTER: Beginning 
Monday morning October 2, the 
Miami Wx Buo will begin issu- 
ing Official Advisories on “‘Hur- 
ricane SET” as it approaches 
Florida from the Atlantic. The

Much unnecessary confusion 
exists about RACES and AREC 
— what they are, how they differ 
and why. 


The facts are simple and easy 
to understand. 


AREC—the Amateur Radio 
Emergency Corps — _ is the 
“Emergency Department” of or- 
ganized amateur radio. Florida 
has a well-developed plan of op- 
erations for the state. If you 
aren’t fully familiar with it, you 
should be. Write or radio SKIP 
a request for a copy of the plan, 
free, if you don’t have one. 


AREC is the organization 
which provides amateur radio 
communication services for all 
agencies, private and public, and 


even for individuals, whenever 
emergency communications are 
needed. 


The key official in the AREC 
is your County Emergency Co- 
ordinator. He is the ‘“quarter- 
back” of the county AREC unit. 

As long as amateur radio is 
permitted to operate by F-C-C, 
the AREC will be the Emer- 
gency Communications arm of 
amateur radio. 


However, the international sit- 
uation is uncertain. At any mom- 
ent, the President may declare a 
state of National Emergency. If 
he does, the FCC may order all 
amateur radio operations to 
cease. This happened at the out- 
break of World War I and again 
in World War II. It could hap- 
pen again. 


Then what? Without amateur 
radio, there is no AREC. 


Ah, but there will be emer- 
gency communications, as needed 
—through the Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Service. 
(RACES). 


Amateur operators who are 
properly certified, working as 


members of the local Civil De- 
fense Agency will be able to 
man RACES nets during Hurri- 
canes, other natuarl] disasters and 
—God Forbid—in the event of 
enemy attack. 


RACES frequencies are located 
in narrow segments of the ama- 
teur bands. Amateur equipment 
may be used on them. But they 
are RACES stations—not ama- 
teur stations. And they’re 
RACES nets—not amateur nets. 
Net discipline will be strict — 
much like MARS. Of course, 
RACES nets may be organized 
and drilled at any time, using 
amateur frequencies. 


Florida has a State RACES 
plan. And theoretically, every 
county or every Operational Area 
(composed of several counties 
each) should have its own plan 
for RACES operation. Unfortun- 
ately, this has not been done. ex- 
cept in a few counties and areas. 
But the State RACES plan and 
the local RACES plans are not 
AREC plans. 


State Civil Defense Headquart- 
ers in Florida has a definite poli- 
cy about RACES. 


In natural disasters( hurri- 
canes, tornadoes, tidal waves, 
forest fires, industrial explo- 


sions) Civil Defense will rely on 
AREC to provide its emergency 
communications. 


Only in the event of a national 
emergency, following a declara- 
tion by the President and sus- 
pension of amateur operating 
priviliges, will State CD go to the 
RACES plan. 


RACES requires that the coun- 
ty have a plan, on paper, ap- 
proved by State, local, Regional 
and National CDHQ. You can not 
become a RACES operator unless 
your locality has such a plan. 
(First step in getting one is con- 
tacting your local CD authorities 
and getting a sample plan form 
from CDHQ in Jacksonville.)

FROM THE SEC’S 


This months’ subject is on 
NETS, and NCS’s a net, for 
ourposes of the Florida AREC 
lan, is composed of stations in 
all of the key cities, plus such 
other stations as may have traf- 
fic or other business or duties 
conected with operation of the 
net. 


The net is at all times subject 
to direct supervision by Net Man- 
ager. 

The Net Manager will desig- 
aate Net Control Stations and 
will provide for relief NCS as 
 ecessary. 

Under all Alert Conditions ex- 
cept Four, the Net Manager will 
decide whether or not the net 
should be directed. The Primary 
net is directed also under Con- 
dition Three. 

All directed nets will operate in 
strict accord with established 
rules and practices of emergency 
net procedure. 

“Informal” traffic should be 
kept to an absolute minimum. It 
is a permissable form only when 
addressed from one operator to 
another. No NCS or Manager 
should permit informal traffic to 
be handled for third parties at 
either end. 

All third party traffic MUST 
be in official ARRL Message 
Form, with priority designated in 
the message preamble. 

ONTROL STATIONS 

The NCS is in absolute con- 
trol of the net at all times. 

If the net has been declared a 
clear channel for emergency com- 
munications by the FCC, the 
NCS’s instructions should always 

be carried out. 

The NCS will be one of those 
designated in advance by the 
Emergency Net Managers. When 
relinquishing his duty, an NCS 
will turn control over to another 
station on the designated list. 

The NCS on all Emergency 
Nets will call for a three-minute 
listening period beginning ex- 
actly on each hour and half hour. 
He will open each listening period 
with this announcement, or a 
close approximation of it! 

“This is an emergency net of 
the Florida Amateur Radio 
Emergency Corps. All stations 
en this frequency will maintain 
absolute silence for the next 
two minutes unless they wish 
to list traffic in priority one 
or priority two. 

That is, traffic of a QRRR 
nature, warnings of imminent 
public danger, or extremely ur- 
gent official Red Cross or Civil 

efense traffic which cannot 

e delayed. Any stations wish- 
ing to list traffic should break 
with call letters only. Allother 


stations remain silent and 
listen for weak signals. A two 
minute silent period will now 
begin.” 

This announcement is made, be- 
ginning at 29 and 59 minutes past 
each hour, so that the listening 
period begins exactly on the hour 
and half hour. If any stations 
break to list traffic, NCS should 
acknowledge with “W4 — roger, 
standy” or in CW “W4 — RAS.” 

At the conclusion of two min- 
utes, the NCS should make the 
fo.lowing announcement: 

“Now any stations wishing to 
list priority three traffic, break 
with call letters only.” 

NCS should acknowledge any 
cal'ers in the same manner as be- 
fore. 

At the end of three minutes, 
NCS should begin clearing any 
Priority 1, 2 or 8 traffic in that 
order. No other traffic or busi- 
ness should be considered until 
the top priority traffic has been 
disposed of to the satisfaction of 
the NCS. 

At the conclusion of traffic, or 
if no traffic is listed, at the con- 
clusion of the listening period, the 
NCS should make approximately 
the following announcement: 

This is one of the emergency 
nets of the Florida Amateur 
Radio Emergency Corps. 

The Florida Emergency 
Phone Net number two is op- 
erating on 300 (or 7285) prim- 
arily for the purpose of hand- 
line welfare traffic. 

The Florida Sideband Emer- 
gency Net is operating on 3940 
(or 7275) kilocycles primarily 
for the purpose of handling 
emergency, welfare and weath- 
er traffic. 

The Florida Emergency CW 
Net is operating on 3650 (or 
7115) for the purpose of hand- 
ling all types of emergency 
traffic. 

The Florida Emergency Ra- 
dioteletype Net is operating on 
3624 (or 7236 ke) for the pur- 
pose of handling all types of 
traffic. 

If you have traffic, please 
use the net which can do you 
the best job.” 

The NCS may then resume 
normal net operations, using the 
procedure which best suits the 
circumstances. 

In the event an NCS suddenly 
disappears from the air, through 
power failure, equipment failure 
or any other cause, another 
designated NCS should take over 
the net at once, without hesita- 
tion and without unnecessary dis- 
cussion. 

(Suggestion to all Net man- 
agers and NCS’s: Please clip out 
this column, paste on cardboard 
and keep handy in log.)

DOWN WITH UNNECESSARY 
PHONE PATCHING! 


Many voices of protest have 
been raised recently against the 
over abundance of phone patching 
on the amateur bands . . . on 20 
meters in particular. It has be- 
come impossible to operate with- 
out running into the ubiquitous 
“we request a clear channel 
please” put out with monotonous 
regularity by the phone patch 
afficionados. In asmuch as side- 
band has increased in popularity 
so greatly over the past few 
years with the resultant crowd- 
ing of the bands, it is a down- 
right affrontery for anyone to 
“request a clear channel.” It has 
become difficult enough to carry 
on a solid contact without being 
asked to move constantly because 
of a phone patch every few kc. 

To add insult to injury, notice 
has been taken recently of the 
phone patching being carried on 
by certain stations who are not on 
the list of countries with whom 
we have third party traffic agree- 
ments. Either through fear of not 
unfamiliarity with the regula- 
tions, many stations have per- 
formed phone patch service for 
such stations as HZ1AB, JY- 
2NZK, LX3MA, and others. We 
feel it to be a great imposition 
for these stations to request a 
phone patch, the performance of 
which is likely to lead to the 
cancellation of someone’s license. 

Glance below and you will see 
the official list of countries with 
whom we are permitted to ex- 
change phone patch service and 
carry third party messages. Un- 
der no circumstances should you 
feel impelled to provide patches 
for any stations in any other 
countries at the risk of losing 
your amateur license. Clip out 
this list and keep it handy — it 
will dispel any questions regard- 
ing “ok to patch?” and may 
save you your license.

Incidentally, there are a load 
of grand oldtimers whose advice, 
based on a consistent continuity 
of larning, is well worth seeking, 
and if you have a serious problem 
perhaps we can put you in touch 
with the answer. W4GL, who 
often writes specifies for SKIP, 
is a very valuable source and a 
note to him via the editor might 
bring you a nugget that isn’t in 
the handbook. However, don’t let 
a two letter call fool you all of 
the time. We know a couple of 
swell guys in that category who 
have forgotten which side of an 
AC circuit is positive and send 
their KWM2s to Cedar Rapids 
for a change of tubes. safact! 


There is one query that has 
cropped up more than once. 
“What do you think is the best 
buy for a Ham who wants to go 
SSB and still stay on AM?” Cake 
and eat it too! Well, who can go 
wrong with the HT37? We had 
the 32A before the 37 came out, 
but when it did we realized we 
had paid 250 bucks for xtal phase. 
The 37’s success on the air knock- 
ed the props out of the resale 
value of the 32s. Just ask the 
man who owns one. His 37 sig- 
nal on DSB is pretty darn good 
and on SSB, real nice. If your 
old receiver isn’t adequate, then 
how about an HQ170 with 6 
meters thrown in. Then, when you

decide to go SSB for real, these 
two items will make a nice turn 
in pad for some Collins gear. Re- 
member, for AM turn in, it is 
perhaps later than you think as 
the days go by. 

In CQHAMCLINIC some guys 
was crying about him in all the 
phone patches he had built.

this could come from incorrect 
coupling to the phone line which 
eventually will show up on the 
board in the plant office causing 
unwanted investigation and per- 
haps unpleasant action. Why not 
try the Heath HD-19 which has 
a fine null action. We and a lot 
of others have built this hybrid 
item and the results are outstand- 
ing. If you see one with a KWM2, 
tap a hand switch across the PTT 
so you can work MOX for some- 
times a YL with a real gone voice 
won’t trip the VOX. The quality 
of this unit is tops. 

Speaking of CQ (August ’61), 
we suggest that the article en- 
titled ‘When capacitors are not” 
might give pause to the VHF- 
UHF lads.

ARE YOU TOO BIG FOR 


YOUR BRITCHES? 


There are lots of thing's I like 
about sideband but here are a few 
of the things I don’t like. 


These people who take over in 
a round table. It always seems 
to be the same ones. The timid 
soul hasn’t got a chance. Unless 
you are real witty whip and can 
think of a couple of words to 
vredge in real fast, you sit and 
listen to these real funny charac- 
ters for forty-five minutes and 
then shut the rig off in disgust. 
At least you dried the rig out 
even if you can’t prove that it 
works. 

There are quite a few who seem 
to think that a new ticket and 
six months operation on sideband 
establishes them as the “hoy 
poloy” of the amateur spectrum. 
Remember there are some pretty 
smart people who operate AM 
and sideband and if there hadn’t 
been some dedicated amateurs 
who never heard of sideband, you 
wouldn’t have like any privileges 
Old Buddy. So before you tell 
somebody to move off your FCC 
assigned frequency or start to 
fume because you have AM or 
CW qrm, remember, yau may be 
speaking to or of the man you 
“really love.” “Too Big For Your 
Britches” is usually synonomous 
with “Newcomer.” 

It may come as a complete sur- 
prise to some but time was when 
more than two (2) stations in 
qso was the exception rather than 
the rule. It still is on CW and 
AM. So before you force your 
company on someone and violate 
a basic rule of etiquette, monitor 
a little while. The conversation 
should indicate if “two’s a party, 
three’s a crowd.” 

Your call is assigned by the 
FCC. Never have I seen a single 
instance where the FCC assigned 
a call in WORDS. Phonetics are 
for making your call letters 
understood and should not be 
used everytime you identify just 
as if your call was William Eight 
Po Dunk Hollow rather that W8- 
PDH. If you simply must give 
your call in phonetics, use the 
approved alphabet. A great deal 
of thought has been expended in 
it’s selection and it is doubtful 
if you can improve on it. 73 Wes,

I was monitoring 75 the other 
morning and ran into a condition 
which should be mentioned in 
Florida Skip. 


While monitoring the high end 
of the band, I found two stations 
who were almost outside. This 
could be the cause for receiving 
a “PINK TICKET” from FCC. 
If you must operate on the ex- 
treme high or low end of the 
band either use a xtal which you 
know to be accurate or if you 
must be on VFO, watch for fre- 
quency drift. Of course, no one 
would intentionally operate out- 
side the bands but it is always 
possible and very probable. 

Another item I would like to 
call to your attention deals with 
SSB stations. Seems as tho’ sev- 
eral stations have utter disregard 
for fellow amateurs. SSB is a 
wonderful means of communica- 
tion and perhaps some day I will 
be fortunate enough to have a 
SSB station myself but when I 
do, I intend to have a little RE- 
SPECT for the AM stations and 
not pile on top of them or above 
or below them without being sure 
that I am not interfering. I had 
an occasion to ask a SSB station 
to have a little consideration for 
AM stations and he promptly told 
me to get a new receiver and 
mind my own business. I frankly 
was very dissappointed to think 
that a fellow amateur would ever 
utter such words... Again, NO 
CONSIDERATION. 

As for the arguments which go 
on daily between A-3 and SSB 
stations, I personally think it is 
a bunch of FOOLISHNESS. 

Just compare SSB and AM 
with our everyday life ... What 
kind of a world would it be if 
we all thought and acted the 
same? Would be a mess, wouldn’t 
it? 

As PAM for 75 meters, I find 
that most are considerate of their 
fellow men but occasionally, a 
“hard head” does show up. Un- 
fortunately, in some cases this is 
an old time operator who should 
have learned many years ago just 
how Webster defines the word 
*courtesy.” 

What ya sa we try to ASSIST 
instead of RESIST each other.

Dear Amateur: 


A survey is being conducted to 
find out your interest in a trans- 
mitter designed for one without 
sight. It will include a_ built-in 
Watchdog Audio Meter, a low 
pass filter, all necessary relays 
and forward power and SWR me- 
tering. 

Upon receipt of the transmit- 
ter, one will need only 2 receiver 
and antenna. After the first set- 
up, the operator will be independ- 
ent of sighted assistance. The 
Watchdog tuneup meter uses a 
new principle. 

No particular skill is needed 
as there is no comparison with 
tones involved. It is stable and 
vives full metering for grid 
drive, plate current, audio level, 
forward power and SWR. The 
meter can be left on during trans- 
mission, and if anything occurs, 
such as loss of grid drive, the 
Watchdog meter will let you know 
by howling. 

This system has been in use by 
a sightless person and has proven 


to be most satisfactory, giving 
the same flexibility of operation 
enjoyed by the sighted person. 

All controls are marked in 
braile and print. The VFO in 12 
circular dials provides ample 
room for full scale readings on 
5 bands. The VFO is stabl 
enough for side band operation} 
and a side band exciter, as well 
as several test instruments are 
being considered. The transmit- 
ter has about 200 watts plate in- 
put and uses straight forward 
design and proven engineering 
practices. 

The price will be in line with 
commercial transmitters of equiv- 
alent power. To produce a cus- 
tom-built transmitter competitive 
ly, it will be necessary to pro- 
duce it as a non-profit item. 

The purpose of this letter is 
not to solicit orders, but to de- 
termine whether there is enough 
interest to warrant further re- 
search and planning. Your 
prompt response will be the de- 
ciding factor.

VHF IN FLORIDA 


Allen A. Engleman, W4RMU 

The old 50MC band is still 
holding up with sporadic E open- 
ings almost daily as late as mid- 
dle August. How long will it con- 
tinue? This is one summer sea- 
son on 50MC that will long be 
remembered and I doubt if the 
old timers on this band can re- 
member any season that even ap- 
proaches this one. Band openings 
from early evening to late at 
night was the rule. Often the 
band was open all day and even 
over the entire week end with 
50 MC as jammed with QRM as 
any of the low bands. This of 
course, is the result of the advent 
of commercial gear to the VHF 
region. 

Tests on 144MC band with 
W8QOH/MM, who is on a tank- 
er which makes scheduled runs 
from New York to New Orleans 
and back, definitely indicates the 
improved propagation condition 
over the Atlantic Ocean and Gulf 
of Mexico. His 70 watts and 10 
element beam consistently put out 
good readable Q5 signals from 
300 miles or more over the ocean 
to the Florida coast. He is in need 
of skeds with higher powered 
stations in the Miami area so that 
propagation conditions along the 
Gulf Stream from east of Jack- 
sonville to Miami can be watched. 
During certain seasons this 
should be an excellent over wa- 
ter path. W8QOH/MM operates 
on 144.125 to .130MC so look for 
him at 2100 EST and 0700 EST.

BOUQUETS: Congrats to the 
traffickers who, in spite of the 
hottest and driest July in a long 
time manage to handle a goodly 
amount of traffic. 68 stations re- 
ported which is, in itself, a record. 
Goes to show what’ reporting 
traffic, no matter how little, can 
do. Only one station had a total 
above 300 and yet we achieved a 
traffic count comparble to 
months when as many as 8 BPLs 
were made. 

This station conducted an ob- 
servation of OBS station sched- 
ules and found that most all 
schedules were being met and 
that the standard of sending was 
excellent. 

Many OO stations are really 
working at it, and, thanks to 
them, many Hams are steering 
free of trouble with the FCC. 
This seif-policing idea is going 
beyond amateur radio. Many ma- 
jor CB organizations are formu- 
lating plans to adopt a similar 
action within their own ranks 
so it must have merit. At least 
the FCC thinks so—and they ap- 
preciate it. 

OES applications have been re- 
ceived in increasing numbers and 
so have the reports. I hope the 
trend continues. ARRL appreci- 
ates it and you may be certain 
that I do, for the Eastern Florida 
Section is way down on the list 
or this type of appointment. 

Many thanks are due to the 
various other appointees such as 
the PAMs and RMs in the various 
categories.

An OBS station obtains 
a following of listeners and when 
he fails to show on schedule too 
frequently he not only loses his 
following but gives ARRL a black 
eye. 

All OES stations are requested 
to send in their monthly reports 
with both copies coming to this 
office. One copy is placed on file 
and the other is edited to indi- 
cate those items deemed of 
enough general interest to all 
VHFers for possible publication 
in QST. ARRL will mail to OES 
stations from time to time per- 
tinent information on special pro- 
jects with requests for special 
reports on observations. With 
project Oscar coming along so 
fast it behooves all VHFers to get 
on the band wagon for this first 
hand information from ARRL. 
Join the OES gang and put real 
meaning into your activity. 

Regarding official appoint- 
ments such as PAMs and RMs 
this is an area that does need 
some reevaluation by each one 
involved. Those who HAVE been 
doing a job and reporting the re- 
sults of that job to this office— 
to these I give many thanks.

ANTENNAS VS AIRPORTS

The 
new rules are complex in thier 
possible application to amateur 
towers in the vicinity of airports, 
but in general produce the same 
limitations as are now embodied 
in Section 12.60 of FCC’s ama- 
teur rules. However, at the mom- 
ent there is a _ jurisdictional 
squabble over whether FAA has 
the basic authority to concerning 
any pratical effects on amateurs.

call Florida ham and have the 
U.S. Coast Guard overhead in a 
few hours! We poured all our 
gasolene into the deisel fuel 
tanks, stretching fuel to utmost, 
because of no wind. 

I suppose all those who took 
part did get some enjoyment out 
of the radio guard, but they put 
in some mighty steady hours for 
us and went well out of their way 
to get wx reports and to feed our 
traffic home. I only hope I will 
someday be on the “giving” end 
of such a line to repay in small 
part the debt I feel I owe all of 
you in the southland. 

I really think your boys deserve 
credit for their adaptibility and 
“savvy” under such circum- 
stances. Handling traffic on a 
net is one thing, but handling it 
on a lone voyager is another mat- 
ter. How the gang could stick 
through that QRN, QRM and 
QSB the way they did to squeeze 
through traffic is about the best 
sort of training possible for 
emergency communications work. 
I can remember doing something: 
like that during WWII as a for- 
ward post communication man 
with the Navy. With fleapower 
and long hops to keep our plane 
flying through enemy captured 
island networks in the Pacific.

creasing frequency, throughout 
the exercise, just as they would 
if “Hurricane Set” were the rea] 
thing. 

THE AMERICAN RED CROSS 
Southeastern Regional ARC HQ 
in Atlanta has advised us that 
they will send field representa- 
tives into Florida during the SET 
to observe the participate just 
as in the real disaster. They’ll 
contact local ECs and arrange to 
handle traffic. The ARC tele- 
communications Center in Macon, 
Ga., will be on 24-hour alert on 
Florida AREC frequencies. 

THE FLORIDA GOVERNOR’S 
OFFICE: The Governor’s office 
is making arrangements to origi- 
nate and receive a fair volume of 

message traffic. Current plans 
call for the Governor personally 
to speak via phone patch to ama- 
teurs and local government of- 
ficials in several parts of the 
state. 

STATE CIVIL DEFENSE HQ: 
Originally state CDHQ had plan- 
ned to run their own full-fledged 
exercise in conjunction with ours. 
Because of the extra load pro- 
duced by the international crisis, 
however, their participation may 
be limited to active cooperation 
in our exercise. State CDHQ will 
be manned by an Assistant Di- 
rector and the ham station will be 
in full operation on 3940-7275ke 
(SSB). Area Directors and local 
CD officials are being requested 
to participate as fully as possible. 
Some effort by ECs at the local 
level will probably produce some 
traffic for our nets to handle in 
each county. 

THE U.S. COAST GUARD has 
merged its annual JOCO exercise 
with SET. 

From our point of view, the 
SET is a test of Communications 
facilities, our ability to handle 
traffic smoothly and in big vol- 
umes. 

WE MUST HAVE LARGE 
VOLUMES OF MESSAGE 
TRAFFIC or SET will Flop! 
If our AREC nets run idle for 
more than a few minutes at a 
time, we’re wasting time and 
effort. 

In a real emergency, we don’t 
drum up traffic. But in an exer- 
cise, we have to manufacture 
traffic. Every EC should arrange 
to originate a fair volume of traf- 
fic during the SET. Each AREC 
member should send a short mes- 
sage to his SEC. ECs contact all 
the official agencies you serve 

and ask them each for at least 
half a dozen me ssages, each re- 
questing an answer. Many of 
these can be “prefabricated” and 
stockpiled on your hook well in 
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Here is the slick Field Day Site of the St. Petersburg Amateur Radio 
Assn., W4GAC. Dick Norloff, W4KCG, FD Chairman, reports ex- 
cellent cooperation, but some inter-rig QRM.

AREC nets as suitable, 


Motels usually are glad to 
distribute message blanks (Skip) 
to their“‘guests” and there’s a big 
source of “SET priority 7” (wel- 
fare) traffic for you. 

It would be helpful if all regu- 
lar Florida Traffic nets suspend 
operation during all Condition 

three and Condition four alerts, 

both in the SET and in actual 
alerts. This avoids ‘scattering 
manpower and equipment and un- 
necessary diversions of strength 
away from AREC nets. 

All traffic handled on AREC 
nets must carry a priority num- 
ber in the preamble. In the SET, 
these will be designated “SET 
Priority ” The originating 
station, or the first Florida sta- 
tion to handle priority traffic 
should assign the proper priority 
rating, according to the Priority 
Definitions in the AREC Plan. 

All stations manning AREC 
Nets in the SET are requested to 
use emergency power, for at least 
some of the exrcise. Key City 
(Tampa, Tallahassee, Pensacola, 

Orlando, Jacksonville and Mi- 
ami) Key stations should use 
emergency power for the full 36 
hour duration of the Condition 
Three, Condition Four alert. We 
want to find out how far the 
State Road Dept. generators will 
spread under widespread demands 
for their use. All Key City ECs 
should arrange to have their ew, 
ssb and phone “teams” work in 
4 or 6 hour shifts to keep only 
one station on the AREC fre- 
quencies on each mode through-

The third party or personal 
type message traffic is handled 
via MARS circuits primarily as 
an aid to training in military 
messages handling procedures. 
The military procedure used in 
the format and handling of these 
personal messages is so design- 
ed that no difficulty should be 
encountered when the necessity 
arises to handle official military 
traffic. This will be true however, 
only if the handling of personal 
type traffic is in every instance 
given the same serious considera- 
tion and efficient handling that 
would be given to official mili- 
tary traffic. The bad habits and 
lackadasical attitudes used in the 
instant that adherence to strict 
military message handling pro- 
cedure becomes a paramount ne- 
cessity. All NCS and ANCS are 
urged to bear this constantly in 
mind when engaged in directing 
MARS training net sessions. The 
efficiency of the entire MARS 
network in a military emergency 
depends almost entirely on the 
efficiency and thoroughness with 
which you conduct your training 
periods.

samples of the reef life. 

“Gur objective on this trip was 
to study the types of living com- 
munities of alage and Perr ) 


ing animal life, as well as to de 
termine how much life on the™ 
surface of such a reef acctually 
thrives and helps build the rock 
(known to geologists as ‘bio- 
herms’ in the geologic time col- 
umn). 

“The story of the growth and 
death of a living reef for this 
part of the world lies right here 
in these observations. Now it will 
require months of painstaking — 
work in our respective labora- . 
tories to unravel the whole pic- ' 
ture. Ultimately we hope to add 
to the knowledge regarding fossil 
reefs (some of which are among 
the most important oil field sites 
on our planet), through our in- 
terpretation of this living reef. 

“Cur next expedition will take 
our party to the Maldives atools 
of the Indian Ocean where similar 
types of reefs to Alacran are de- 
veloping. 

“Our work done, and thanks to 
you Florida hams, an evening 
traffic outlet while working, and 
a knowledge that if we’d had 
an accident or attack we could 
have reached help through you. 


“We hoisted anchor on July 6th 
and came directly back along th 
shoal banks near the shore 3s 
Yucatan. We pulled a dredge at 
frequent intervals to sample the 
marine vegetation (it was a rich 
haul tco.) As Dr. Humm, chief 
of the expedition, remarked ‘we 
have enough algal material to 
keep us busy for years from this 
two years of study.’ 


“As on the trip down, there was 
little wind. That meant chugging 
along on the deseil most of the 
way. We had sails aloft two 6 
hour periods in all on the return 
trip. Otherwise the flat calm of 
the blistering tropics dropped 
over us and men lay in their 
bunks exhausted and listless. The ¥ ° 
2 hour skeds broke the monotony 
for me. I only wish our fuel sit- 
uation had been better which 
would have permitted more on- 
the-air time. As it was I was al- 
lowed a stingy 2 hours a day to- 
tal operating time. That didn’t 
spread very far! 


“We'll publish our results later 
in scientific periodicals. A byline 
goes into these acknowledgements 
for the Florida hams who helped 
us get our data and take it home 
to help piece together a riddle 
that has fired the imagination € 
scientists for many decades, start 
ing with Darwin.”
